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T H E OIL VERDICT. 
The verdict of a jury that found former Secretary Fall and 
E. L. Doheny not guilty of consp iracy against the governm e nt 
will be a surp rise to such p ersons as base their sentiments up ­ 
on imp ressions gained through revelations of the senatorial 
hearing. 
To those who were able to follow closely the case 
as it was given to the jury there will be no surp rise. 
T he fact 
is t ha t only those who have access to W ashington ne w s p a ­ 
p ers have had an op p ortunity to see the record of testimony 
in much detail. 
It was too voluminous to send over wires. 
W e must tak e into consideration the fact that this w as a 
court of justice a nd not a p olitical caldron. 
The senate in­ 
vestigation w as not a court of justice. 
It w a s conducted by 
and p articip ated in by p ersons intent up on m ak ing trouble 
for the Harding administration and the rep ublican p arty on 
the eve of a p residential election. 
They overdid it and failed 
in the election and now they have failed in the c o ur t 
Courts 
a re conducted differently from senate investigations. 
It should be stated in this connection that the government 
w as ably rep resented in its p rosecution. 
T he m a tte r was 
tak en from the office of the attorne y general, and sp ecial 
p rosecutors w ere engaged. 
T he men chosen by P re sid e nt 
Coolidge to try the case were form e r S enator At lee Pomereno 
of Ohio, a d em ocrat with am bitions to return to th<* senate, a 
» candidate in the election just held, and O w en J. Roberts of 
Philadelp hia. 
These men have labored more than two y ea rs 
in p re p a ring a nd conducting these cases. 
Nothing more 
could be desired in the m anner in which the case against Fall 
a nd Doheny was p resented. 
Vet, the government did not get 
so m uch as a disagreem ent in the jury. 
The verdict was not 
guilty. 
W he n Secretary Fall accep ted a loan from Doheny while 
D oheny was d ealing with the government, he did a thing 
tha t was indiscreet. W hen he saw how bad it look ed, he lied 
about it. 
Of course that m ade the situation worse.

of saying that he obtained the money from E. 1» . McLean to 
buy the ranch, he should have told the truth as it finally was 
told, that he obtained it from Doheny. his old friend of the 
New Mexico m ining days, a friend for forty years.
